The Northern Illinois Apple Users' Group 
(NIAUG) meets to assist in the sharing of 
knowledge, information, experience and 
expertise on the Apple AND Apple 
compatible computer sytems (Apple ][, 
Apple III, Lisa, Macintosh). The Users' 
Group (UG) general meetings are held on 
the 1st or 2nd Saturday of each month. 
Meeting dates are governed by Harper 
College, and so may vary, but will always 
be on Saturday. Club members are invited 
to attend general meetings, as well as, 
the monthly planning meetings. Details 
regarding the monthly planning meetings 
can be obtained from any officer or at 
general meetings. The UG currently 
supports members in many interest areas 
and at many levels of experience. 

Topics for general meetings vary in 
subject matter, and are generally 
presented by club members. Hardware and 
Software demonstrations are also solicited 
from vendors, as well as Apple Computer. 
General meeting agendas are formulated to 
appeal to both experienced and beginning 
users. 

The UG publishes a monthly newsletter, 
"The HARVEST". A subscription to the 
newsletter is included in your membership 
dues. Articles for publication in "The 
HARVEST" are submitted by club members for 
publication.' Additional articles are 
obtained from other user group newsletters 
which are received in our newletter 
exchange program. The UG is justly proud 
of the newsletters' content. Many of our 
articles have later been published in the 
IAC's "APPLE ORCHARD". 

The UG maintains a DISK LIBRARY of PUBLIC 
DOMAIN SOFTWARE (currently 120 disks). 
These are unprotected disks, packed full 
of programs in the public domain, can be 
obtained at general meetings or through 
the UG Librarian. Programs are donated by 
members, contributed to the club as an 
entry in the annual program contest, or 
obtained through the disk exchange program 
with other user groups and the LAC. Cost 
of these disks is VERY reasonable. The 
librarian updates the club DISK LIBRARY 
INDEX as required by new contributions. A 
copy of the DISK LIBRARY INDEX (now 44 
pages) is supplied to new members in the 


new member packet, and to existing members 
when reprinted. Programs contained within 
the library vary from the simple game and 
utility to the sophisticated and the 
complex professional type* Languages 
covered are: Integer, Applesoft, Forth, 
Logo, Pascal, Fortran, Assembler, CPM. 

The UG also supports various Special 
Interest Groups (SIG's). SIG's meet from 
time to time, as determined by the people 
within the SIG. Details regarding SIG 
meeting schedules are published in "The 
HARVEST". SIG's concentrate on subjects 
to a greater depth than is possible in a 
general meeting. Current SIG's cover such 
topics as: STOCKS & COMMODITIES, 

EDUCATION, FORTH, PASCAL, BEGINNING 

USER's, BUSINESS, GAMES, and other topics 
as interest creates. 

Membership in the UG is for a period of 12 
months from the month of application. 
FULL FAMILY MEMBERSHIP is $24.00, entitles 
the member to ONE VOTE, ONE NEWSLETTER, 
and to all other rights of membership. 
ASSOCIATE FAMILY MEMBERSHIP is $18.00, is 
available to families more than 
approximately 60 miles from the general 
meeting locations (see Membership 

Application for details), entitles the 
member to the same rights as a FULL 

Membership, EXCEPT they have NO VOTING 
RIGHT. ADDITIONAL NEWSLETTER SUBSCRIPTION 
is $12.00, and is available to any member 
already covered by either a FULL or 

ASSOCIATE membership. For NEW or EXPIRED 
members there is a $5.00 INITIATION FEE. 

The UG is a member of the International 
Apple Core (IAC), the coordinating body of 
user/user groups around the world. 

An application for membership is on the 
opposite page. We accept cash or check.

NIAUG maintains a library of 5-1/4" diskettes which 
contain a variety of programs including games, utilities, 
programming aids, and business applications. The programs 
are contributed by NIAUG members. International Apple Core, 
other users groups, and software authors and vendors. 
Therefore, the library does not contain any copyrighted or 
commercial programs unless we have obtained a written 
release from the legal owner of said rights. If you suspect 
that any program in the NIAUG library does not meet with our 
policy, please notify NIAUG immediately. 

Disks of the library are available to all NIAUG members 
at our monthly meetings for the price of 43.50 each. If you 
are unable to attend monthly meetings you may order disks by 
mail. Include 41.50 extra for shipping for every two disks 
ordered and send your order to the address of the librarian 
as listed in the NIAUG newsletter. 

An index of programs in our library is available in 

printed form and on diskettes. NIAUG members will be 
entitled to one copy of the printed index with their 
membership. Additional printed indexes can be purchased at 
the price of 43.50 each. The disk version, which may be 

purchased for 43.50 per volume, offers printer output and a 
high speed search routine to locate entries by category or 
by key words within the records. Volume #1 of the diskette 
index contains NIAUG disks C1-C4 and 1-38. While volume *2 
contains the NIAUG disks after 38. <Notes Disk version does 

not include entries for CPU, Eamon or Pascal.) Updates and 

additions to both formats will be performed as deemed 

necessary by the librarian. Purchased indexes on diskette 
will not be exchanged as additions are made. 

As April 1984, NIAUG has 120 volumes in our library. 
They are numbered as followsa 

C1-C4...Four disks of various programs in BASIC and 

machine code. These were introduced by Apple in an 
early attempt to distribute public domain 
programs. 

1-79....Seventy-eight disks of various programs in both 

BASIC languages and machine code. 

P1-P16..Sixteen disks of Pascal programs 

E1-E254.....Fourteen disks of Eamon adventure games. Each 
disk is another game. Please note that disk 
number one must be used to enter any of the 
additional games. 

CPM01-05....Five disks of CPM based programs 

It is conceived that most members select, sort and store 
their programs in their own desired format. It would be 
futile to attempt to organize the library to suit the needs 
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of everyone. Therefore, programs are added in chronological 
order. This is also to avoid unnecessary delay of 
distribution to members while several categorized disks are 
constructed, as it would take many months for several 
categories to fill several disks. 

Lower volume numbers in the library are the oldest programs 
and many of those disks originally contained 3.1 or 3.2, 
13-sector DOS. These have since been reformatted to 3.3 
DOS. The newer volumes contain 3.3, 16-sector DOS <the most 
recent release). Newer users with 16-sector DOS may boot the 
older 3.1 or 3.2 DOS volumes with the Apple BASICS diskette 
or muffin the programs to 16-sector diskettes. All disk 
labels specify which DOS is recorded on that disk. 

An attemp has been made to test run all of the programs in 
the library, and all of them have run. This is not to say 
that programs are error free. Thorough testing and 
debugging of all the programs is beyond the capabilities of 
NIAUG. Diskettes that do not function upon initial use for 
reasons of defective media or technical problems during 
production, are the only diskettes that will be replaced by 
NIAUG. If you feel that you have received a defective disk, 
you may return the disk at the next meeting. Please include 
a note with your name and a description of the problem. This 
will help to determine the cause and initiate steps to avoid 
similar errors in the future. On many occasions problems 
have been solved by a simple telephone call. If you wish, 
you may telephone the librarian at reasonable evening or 
weekend hours. j oe Zeinz, CDP

The Club provides 
some cash awards as well as some disks. Local dealers have been 
most generous with prize donations in past years.

4. You may also submit hand written articles if you don^t have a word processing 
package. We will have these typed to put them in the best form for the newsletter. 

5. Files may be also sent over a modem to the Editor. If you wish to do this, call the 
Editor and make arrangements. 

WORD PROCESSORS 


If you wish to submit fully formatted articles, we can use files created using the following 
word processors: Apple Writer I & II, EasyWriter, Magic Window and PIE. Files compatible 
with any of these can also be handled.

(SPEAKING AT MEETINGS) 


The Northern Illinois Apple Users Group relies heavily on its 
membership for both topics and speakers at the monthly meetings. 

If you wish to speak at a meeting, contact the program chairman or 
the President. The meeting agendas are usually finalized 60 days in 
advance. This is to give the speaker time to make any necessary 
preparations and to distribute and publicize the agenda. 

A few helpful hints: 

1. Be Prepared. Unespected questions come from unespected sources. 

2. Be Timely. Others are on the agenda. If a lot of interest in 
your subject is generated, be gracious and offer your time after 
the meeting for a more personal response to those interested. 

3. Need help? There may be others in the club who are interested 
in your subject and would be willing to assist you in a 
presentation. The club will try to make it as painless as 
possible for you to speak. 

4. Bring any special hardware or software you need for your 
presentation. The club maintains a standard 1C+ with dual disk 
drives. You should espect to provide any additional items 
(joysticks, i/o boards, programs, etc.) 

•5. Handouts. Handouts are almost considered a necessity. Many 

members may use their handout file for later reference and a well 
prepared handout will highlight the speaker's presentation. The 
club will reimburse you for printing espenses when you submit a 
receipt to the treasurer. This can usually be accomplished at 
the meeting. Check with the program chairman for the number of 
copies needed. Handouts should be titled and dates with your 
name somewhere on the page. Multiple pages should be collated 
and stapled.
